A MYSTERIOUS CRIME UNRAVHLLED.

with which he expected to purchase a black­ 
smith sho p. 
He made his headquarters with 
a* negro named David Anderso n, who lives 
with a white wo man o u Five Mile creek. 
A 
negro named Hauck, also fro m Gallia co unty, 
fo llo wed Hazlewo o d to West Virginia fo r the 
purpo se o f killing and ro bbing him. and co n­ 
fiding the scheme to Anderso n, the latter, 
who is a well kno wn desperado , agreed to 
help do the jo b, at least this is the theo ry 
and circumstances bear it o ut. 
The two 
negro es deco yed Hazlewo o d into a thicket 
in a lo nely lo cality, beat him to death and 
then (first ro bbing the bo dy) they stripped him 
stark naked and suspended him fro m a tree by 
a piece o f ro pe, first tying the legs and arms 
with parts o f the dead 
m ans shirt lest 
he might no t be quite 
dead and re­ 
lease himself. 
Then 
they 
fo lded 
his 
clo thes upo n the to p <»f a neighbo ring stump 
and lied. 
The bo dy was fo und abo ut two 
weeks afterward ho rribly mutilated by wild 
animals and birds. 
Warrants were issued fo r 
the arrest o f bo th Anderso n and Hauck. and 
the fo rmer is no w in jail. 
A requisitio n has 
been made o n the go verno r o f Ohio fo r 
Hauck, and it is expected he will so o n be 
bro ught back. 
This is o ne o f the mo st fiend­ 
ish crimes ever enacted in West Virginia, and 
it is certain that justice will be meted o ut to 
the murderers.

There seems to be considerable uncertainty 
■ respecting the true composition of the inflam - 
; mable material called “ Greek fire." The name 
; is variously applied to a number of combusti­ 
ble and destructive compounds known to and 
used by the Chinese, the Persians, the Assy­ 
rians and other eastern nations, and later by 
the Greeks and other European nations in 
their wars. 
It is almost certain that the com­ 
position of these inflammable mixtures varied 
considerably. 
The “ Encyclopaedia 
Britan­ 
nica” is authority for the statement that Greek 
fire, properly so-called, was used for the first 
time against the Saracens in the siege of Con­ 
stantinople (0 7 3 -0 7 1 0 , the inventor being a 
Syrian named Callimicus. 
The art of com­ 
pounding this mixture was concealed most 
jealousy. 
It is believed to have been com­ 
posed of the gum of the pine (turpentine) and 
other resinous trees, incorporated with brim­ 
stone, naphtha, or bitumen.

troleum,
